T HE new City 
Academy in 
Homerton 
welcomed its first 
pupils on 3 September. 

The school’s 220 Year 
Seven students walked 
through glass panel doors, 
proudly wearing new red 
blazers, into a building 
with a clear focus on high 
academic - as well as 
environmental - 
performance. 

The academy is the 
fourth to be opened in the 
borough, joining 


Mossbourne, which 
confidently beat the GCSE 
A-C national average last 
week; Bridge, which 
opened in 2007; and 
Petchey, now in its fourth 
year. The City Academy, in 
Homerton High Street, 
will eventually cater for 
900 11 to 16-year-old 
pupils, as well as offering 
240 sixth-form places. 

Parents looked on from 
the school gates, some 
more anxious than the 1 1 
to 12-year-olds starting 
their first day. Principal 
Mark Emmerson, former 
head at Stoke Newington 
High School, said: “This is 
an exciting moment for 
the area and we believe we 


can make a huge 
difference to raising levels 
of achievement and lifting 
the horizons of young 
people. We have fantastic 
resources and fantastic 
teachers.”

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Five years in the making, 
the academy focuses on 
business. Students from 


local primary schools and 
Hackney Community 
College were involved 
with architects and 
designers to create the E9 
learning environment that 
uses sustainability 
concepts and practices. 

A natural air under- 
floor heat pump, rather 
than air conditioning, has 
been designed to provide 
warmth during the winter 
and cooling in summer. 
There are also solar panels 
on the building’s exterior 
and a glass bubble roof to 
maximise natural lighting 
and cut energy use. 

The school has been 
sponsored by KPMG and 
the City of London 


Corporation, and was 
developed in partnership 
with The Learning Trust. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: "I’m pleased 
City Academy has opened 
on time and on budget, 
alongside the three new 
schools already completed, 
and our existing schools, all 
of which are being rebuilt 
or refurbished. "

New school and 
GCSE grades are 
a positive sign 



THREE years ago, I 
promised that the 
Council, working with 
the Government and 
The Learning Trust, 
would create an extra 
1 ,800 secondary 
school places across 
the borough by 
opening five new 
Academies, as well as 
rebuilding or 

refurbishing all of our existing secondary schools through 
the Building Schools for the Future programme. 

This week has seen the opening of the fourth of these 
new schools, the City of London Academy, in Homerton, 
following the successful launches of Mossbourne, 
Petchey and Bridge, all of which opened on time and on 
budget and are already hugely popular with students and 
parents. Our fifth new school, the Skinners Academy, is 
on course to open next year. 

Last month also saw the publication of GCSE results 
achieved by the first students to graduate from our first 
new school, Mossbourne Community Academy, where 
84 per cent of students got five good GCSEs including 
English and Maths. This is a fantastic achievement, 
which is a tribute to Headteacher Sir Michael Wilshaw 
and his team, parents and governors of the school and, 
of course, the students themselves. 

There were also some great results at Cardinal Pole, Our 
Lady’s and Yesodey Hatorah schools, all of which 
contributed to a significant improvement in results across 
the borough, which means that it looks as though 
Hackney got better GCSE results than the national 
average for the first time ever. Well done to all of our 
schools and our young people for doing so well this year.

GROUND- 
breaking scheme 
that sees young 
offenders doing 
their bit for the community 
has won praise from Justice 
Secretary, Jack Straw. 

The minister met some of 
the teenagers making 
amends for past crimes 
during a visit to the 
Council’s Youth Offending 
Team (YOT) on 3 
September. 

The high profile visit 
helped to promote the 
project - part of the 
Government’s £l00million 
Youth Crime Action Plan 
(YCAP) - which tackles 
offending through ‘tough 
enforcement, non- 


negotiable support, early 
intervention and 
prevention’. 

To date, more than 45 
young offenders from 
Hackney have grown 
organic vegetables and 
taken part in conservation 
work on Hackney Marshes.

The products are then sold, 
with all proceeds donated 
to the charity Macmillan 
Nurses. 

The reparation work at 
the team’s Daubeney Road 
base aims to make young 
offenders face the 
consequences of their 
offences. It is one of seven 
projects funded by a 
£700,000 YCAP grant. 

Plans are in the pipeline 
to extend the initiative so 
young offenders can take 
on work that has been 
requested by residents.

Licensing crackdown 

A JOINT crackdown on venues flouting licensing laws saw 
a late night party shut down. 

During a day of enforcement on 21 August, Council 
licensing and noise pollution officers joined police and 
street wardens to carry out a patrol of the borough. 

Cordy House, EC2, was found to be hosting an event where 
alcohol was sold and a DJ playing without a licence. 
Officers issued a closure notice and the premises agreed to 
shut at 10.40pm. 

The patrols visited Stoke Newington, Shoreditch and 
Dalston, monitoring the management of outside spaces 
and checking that licensees were keeping to the rules. 
During the day, trading standards officers, police and 
cadets carried out underage cigarette and alcohol sale 
checks. One off-licence in Hoxton sold tobacco to an under 
1 8-year-old. This could result in the prosecution of the 
seller or the owner of the premises. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“These joint initiatives are an essential part of tackling 
problem premises and catching them in the act; whether it 
be selling to underage children or hosting unlicensed club 
nights. In Hackney we listen to our residents when they 
come to us with complaints and we make sure we put a 
stop to any illegal or anti-social activities.”

work at Clapton 
Girls’ Technology 
College reached a 
crucial stage when the 
framework of a new 
building was completed. 

Following the demolition 
of an existing building in 
May, work started on a new 
assembly hall, performance 
space and classrooms at the 
vocational college in Laura 
Place. A ‘topping out’

ceremony was held on 28 
August, when the final 
beam was lifted into 
position, watched by the 
construction team, 
architects and teachers. 
Traditionally, this is marked 


by placing a tree or branch 
on the topmost rafter. 

The 103 -year-old school 
has already undergone 
major refurbishments since 
last year, including the 
renovation of the 100-year- 


old Pankhurst building. A 
new dining pavilion, 
modernised learning 
resource centre and 
contemporary classrooms 
have also been built, 
surrounded by sustainable 
external landscaping. Other 
renovations such as a new 
courtyard, and remodelled 
science and arts spaces, are 
due to be finished by next 
summer. A school 
spokesperson said: “Once 
the work is completed, 
students will have buildings 
and green spaces that reflect 
both the past and present.” 

The work is funded by 
the Government’s Building 
Schools for the Future (BSF) 
programme, developed by 
the Council and The 
Learning Trust. The 
£l67million scheme will see 
every secondary and special 
needs school in the borough 
refurbished or rebuilt by 
2015. Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children's Services, said: 
“The BSF programme will 
dramatically change the 
way we teach and learn in 
Hackney and create 
modern, fit-for-purpose 
facilities that serve the 
whole community.”

A PLAQUE has been 
unveiled on Stoke 
Newington 
Common to 

commemorate the struggle 
of all those who fought 
against African 
enslavement. 

An Atlas Cedar tree was 
also planted on the 
common to symbolise the 
role local residents played 
in campaigning to end the 
transatlantic slave trade, 
from MPs and church 


leaders, to ordinary people 
who boycotted goods 
produced through slave 
labour. The trade was 
banned by the 1807 Act, 
and slavery was finally 
made illegal throughout the 
British Empire by a further 
Act of Parliament in 1833. 

The Putting Down Roots 
event on 22 August, 
organised by Hackney 
Museum, saw the official 
unveiling of the plaque by 
Hackney North and Stoke 
Newington MP, Diane 
Abbott. Guest speakers 
included the Speaker of 
Hackney, Cllr Muttalip 
Unluer; Arthur Torrington 


of the Equiano Society and 
the Reverend Joyce Daley. 

Cllr Unluer said: “Stoke 
Newington is located in 
history as a hotbed for 
revolutionary thinking, and 
a centre for people who 
were determined to stand 
against the injustice of the 
transatlantic slave trade. 
This tree will serve as a 
permanent reminder to 
residents and visitors to the 
Common that their stance 
will never be forgotten.”

Downs are on the up 

A SCHEME to revamp Hackney Downs has been approved 
and work is due to start this autumn. 

The park will have a brand new multi-use games area for 
football and basketball; new changing rooms with a 
community room facility; better park rangers' 
accommodation; new public toilets and improved tennis 
facilities.

CLAPTON-BORN First World 


War veteran Henry 
Allingham, who passed 
away in July, aged 11 3, is 
to have a road named after 


him. 

The Council has agreed to a 
request by Hackney Downs 
Ward’s Cllr Michael 
Desmond who felt that the 
RAF founding member - 
who for a short time was 
the oldest living man in the world - should be 
commemorated in the borough where he was born. He 
said: “We don’t want to honour Henry just because he 
became the oldest man in the world. It’s because he 
wanted to make the world a better place and did so.” 

In February Henry made a final trip to Hackney from his 
Brighton care home to meet children from Northwold 
Primary School, after they wrote to him about a Clapton 
clean-up campaign. 

His life spanned three centuries and six monarchs, and he 
is survived by five grandchildren, 1 2 great-grandchildren, 
1 4 great-great grandchildren and one great-great-great 
grandchild. Tributes were made across the country noting 
Henry’s bravery, compassion and even-handedness. 

Cllr Desmond said Henry’s name would be added to a 
borough road as soon as a suitable opportunity arises.

year-old and invited him to 
be official photographer for 
the rest of his UK tour. 

“The next morning I 
packed my PE bag and went 
off with them on tour. We 
went to Blackpool, Leeds and 
all over, but then it snowed. 
The rest of Bob’s band 
couldn’t handle the cold and 
wanted to go back to 
Jamaica, so they cancelled 
the tour and went home! ” 

They met again two years 
later, which was the start of a 
professional and personal 
relationship between them, 
that lasted until Bob Marley’s 
death in 1981. Dennis’ 
photos of Bob became 
famous the world over, 
appearing on the cover of 
Time Out and Melody 
Maker before he had even 
turned 17. 

Not everyone was proud 
of Dennis’ achievements, he 
explains: “There was a lot of 
friction from the West Indian 
community because I was 
taking photos of a Rasta, and 
back then, Rastafarians had 
a bad reputation. 


“But Bob spun that all 
around and gave Jamaicans 
an identity. I was out on a 
limb with some members of 
the community, but I believed 
in what I was doing, and I 
knew it was a vocation.” 

His photojournalistic style 
caught the eye of other 
popular artists; and he would 
become The Sex Pistols main 
photographer, and go onto to 
build a reputation as a rock 
photographer working with 
Marianne Faithful, Grace 
Jones, Oasis and Tricky 
among others. 


Dennis works and 
exhibits around the globe, 
but has recently returned to 
his old stomping ground. He 
has donated a collection of 
photos to Hackney Museum, 
which will be exhibited 
throughout Black History 
Month in October. Growing 
Up Black shows how the 
West Indian community lived 
in Hackney in the 1960s and 
70s. More info to come in a 
future Hackney Today.

T HERE can be few 

people in the Western 
world that haven’t 
seen images of Bob 
Marley taken by Dennis 
Morris. 

But less well known, is 
that this internationally 
acclaimed photographer 
started his career at St 


Mark’s Church in Dalston. 
Dennis Morris was born in 
Jamaica then moved to 
Hackney, aged four. As a 
young boy growing up in the 
1960s, church was a major 
part of community life, and it 
was there he joined a 
photography club set up by a 
patron of the church, Donald 
Paterson. 

He says: “I was obsessed. I 
found something I could do. 
When I had a camera in my 
hand I felt confident. Most of 


my friends were football mad 
but I spent all of my time 
taking photos.” 

Many of Dennis’ earliest 
photographs were taken at 
political demonstrations. 
Aged just 11, his photo of a 
PLO rally in London was 
published on the front of the 
Daily Mirror. He was paid 
£16. 

His big break came when 
he met Bob Marley after a 
sound check. Bob took a 
shine to the ambitious 14-

THE GREEN GENIE 


All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q. Items are sometimes dumped in the street near 
my local recycling bank. What action does the 
Council take to stop this? 

A: Dumping rubbish is illegal and carries a heavy penalty. It is 
also unnecessary, as the Council 
collects bulky waste items such as 
fridges, TVs and mattresses for free. 

Residents can get up to five items 
collected, four times a year. 

Furniture in good condition, like 
wardrobes and dining tables, is 
also collected for free and reused 
by charity project Homestore, which 
offers low-income households a chance to furnish their homes 
without getting into debt. 

Residents also have the option of taking large waste items to 
recycling centres in neighbouring Islington and Waltham Forest. 
The Council works closely to identify sites where illegal dumping 
occurs. CCTV footage is used to identify those responsible. 
Penalty fines range from £80 to a maximum of £2,500.

A NEW project on 
Woodberry Down 
estate aims to grow 
vegetables, fruit 
and herbs in one of the 
borough’s most unlikely 
environments. 

By using large builders’ 
bags filled with compost, 
residents hope to harvest 
healthy produce at the 
currently unused Pewsham 
House site, and transform 
their surroundings at the 
same time. 

The Healthy Spaces 
scheme was unveiled on 2 
September, when estate 
residents - many of whom 
do not have a balcony or 
garden - could register for 
their own grow-bag. 

Sam Alexander, of 
Groundwork London, said: 
“The initiative was partly 
started in response to the 
Woodberry Down 
regeneration programmes, 
where old flats were being 


demolished and new 
building work was waiting 
to start.” 

The scheme was set up by 
developers Berkeley Homes 
and Hackney Homes, 
which manages the 
borough’s Council housing, 
in response to residents’ 
wishes to do something 
with the vacant space. 

Groundwork London is 
running the Healthy Spaces 
programme across London 
as part of the London 
Health Commission’s Big 
Lottery-funded Well 
London project.

HE was just a 
teenager when she 
was made homeless, 
but Ingrid Leduc is 
back on her feet and now 
passing on her experiences 
to others.

Hackney’s publication, 
entitled ‘Civil Defence’ first 
appeared in January 1940. 
Stoke Newington ARP also 
had a magazine called 
‘SNARP’. In the first issue, 
dated 29 September 1939, 
the ARP Controller writes: 
“The ‘SNARP’ will, I hope, 
be a light-hearted little 
magazine.” He adds: 
“Although we have been 
fortunate in having nearly a 
month’s immunity from air 
raids, no one knows how 
suddenly and unexpectedly 


S EVENTY years ago, 
on 3 September 
1939, a radio 
broadcast by Prime 
Minister Neville 
Chamberlain, announced 
that Britain was at war with 
Germany. 

Despite hopes that a 
Second World War would be 
avoided, local authorities, 
including Hackney, 
Shoreditch and Stoke 
Newington, had been 
preparing for air raids since 
1935. The Nazis did not in 
fact, unleash a bombing 
campaign against London 
until 1940, nevertheless, the 
city was in a state of 
anticipation. For some, this 
meant evacuation to the 
countryside, an experience 
recalled by Constance 
Charlton, nee Stubbs, whose 
family left their home in De 
Beauvoir Square, on 1 
September, 1939. She 
describes the summer of 
1939 as seeming ‘very quiet’, 
despite ‘disconcerting 
happenings’ such as the 
appearance of an Anderson 
air raid shelter in the garden 
and black-out curtains and 
gas masks in the house. 

She wrote: “On the 
morning of 1 September we 


rose early and got dressed in 
several layers of clothing 
including our winter coats, 
even though there was no 
sign that the good weather 
was about to break. We left 
the house laden with 
rucksacks and gas masks. As 
we walked down the steps of 
our house my mother said 
‘goodbye home’. On 20 
October the house was 
bombed.” 

For others, it meant taking 
up voluntary posts in civil 
defence. The Archives holds 
the papers of Clapton 
resident Thomas Browne, 
who joined the Air Raid 
Precauctions (ARP) service 
before the start of the war 
and kept a diary. In his entry 
for 3 September, 1939, he 
writes: “Listened in to the 
radio declaration of war at 
11am. When warning sirens 
sounded a few minutes after, 
tested family respirators. 
When traffic resumed, 


people continued with their 
usual Sunday outings, 
carrying their respirators. 
The British spirit - business 
as usual!” 

As the ARP services settled 
into their new roles, 
attention was paid to 
maintaining the morale of 
voluntary personnel while 
they waited for raids to 
begin. The Shoreditch ARP 
began to produce a monthly 
newsletter, ‘Under Control’ 
in October 1939, which 
contained a preface from the 
chairman of the ARP 
Emergency Committee, who 
wrote: “Many many thanks 
to you all from the 
controller to the tin-hatted 
messengers, for all you are 


an attack may come.” 

It came a year later in 
September 1940, and the 
Archives contain many 
stories of the effect of the 
war on the area. In 1939, 
however, residents could 
only wait to see what would 
happen and continue with 
their lives.

More than 370 people 
use the transport service, 
while hundreds also have 
meals delivered, choosing 
from a cross-cultural menu.

Each meal is 
cooked slowly in a 
specially-designed oven in 
the back of the van while a 
driver makes a round, so all 
the food is hot and ready to 
eat when delivered. 

Alan Stevens, Transport 
Manager, said: “The 
services we provide are 
vital. Even when we had the 
bad snow and people 
couldn’t get to work, we all 
came in and made sure we 
got the meals out.” 

All home visits and their 
outcomes are recorded as 
part of a system which can 
be used to alert other 
Council departments - such 
as social services - if a 
problem or issue arises, to 
make sure no one slips 
through the net.
